God's Fingerprints on Isaac's Life 

God's fingerprints are all over the fulfillment of the birth of Isaac. In Genesis 21:1,2, we 
read: "Now the LORD was gracious to Sarah as He had said, and the LORD did for Sarah what 
He had promised. Sarah became pregnant and bore a son to Abraham in his old age, at the 
very time God had promised him." Sarah became pregnant at the age of 92... 25 years after 
the LORD promised that she would bear a child. Pretty old for first-time motherhood! Sarah 
laughed with true joy when she held her son in her arms. Not unlike any of us mothers to- 
day. 

I made note of some important words in the two verses: gracious; promised; at the very 
time. God is always gracious. God fulfills His promises! God is trustworthy. God is powerful! 
God's timing is perfect! 

In Genesis 24, the longest chapter in this book, we read the first love story, the blind obedi- 
ence of Isaac and Rebekah. Abraham charged his servant to find a wife for Isaac from "...my 
country and my relatives." Abraham believes in God's promise that his descendants will 
inherit the land, and they must not intermarry with the Canaanites. An angel leads the ser- 
vant on his travels. Rebekah agrees to leave her parents and siblings, and everything she 
knows, to travel to a foreign land with a man, who has presented rich gifts, to marry a man 
she has never seen or met. No wonder her mother was concerned! 

God's fingerprints are all over this love story. Isaac has been praying, meditating, at a place 
where God has fulfilled a promise. Rebekah saw Isaac in the distance, stopped the caravan, 
and asked the servant who the man was. Rebekah showed respect for Isaac in the way she 
approached him: she got down from her camel and covered her face. And then Isaac married 
Rebekah... and he loved her. This is the first mention of "marital love" in the Bible. 

Isaac... a miraculous birth. Isaac... a marriage of obedience. Ultimately, this entire story is 
about God's faithfulness. God used the remarkable obedience of Isaac and Rebekah to ac- 
complish His purposes. It was through their union that God's covenant, and its wonderful 
promises were to be continued. 

Heavenly Father, Creator of the universe, fill our hearts to overflowing with your Holy 
Spirit so that by faith we trust YOU: that we trust your Word. That we trust in your power. 
That we trust in your promises. That we trust in your perfect timing because You are faith- 
ful. Thank You for blessings beyond our wildest dreams. In Jesus' precious name. -Amen.
